“!Henry Cannon Before Com- 
missioner Van Dyke. 


A Number of Witnesses Who Kuew 
Only Immaterial Facts, 


The Governmeat Fails to Make a 
Prima Facie Case, 


The District Attorney Disgusted with the Way 
His Witnesses Panned Out—Where Did the 
Cigars Come From !—Cannon 
Allowed to Go Free. 


The notorious Whitelaw smuggling case, 
which created such an excitement in San 
Diego on the 4th of last April, when Harry 
Cannon was shot several times by the offi- 
cer who arrested him, was tried by United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke last night 
in his office in the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank building. Quite a number of wit- 
nesses were examined by United States 
District Attorney Denis for the prosecu- 
tion, and a good case was made out against 
the defendant, with the exception that the 
Government failed to prove conclusively 
that the goods had been smuggied across 
the Mexican line, The Commissioner dis- 
charged the defendant, and the District At- 
torney will take the whole matter before 
the Grand Jury, for he believes that he his 
hit on a clew that will eventually unearth 
a whole nest of smugglers. 

The tirst witness put forward by the Gov- 
ernment was Thomas Weller, who testified: 
In the early part of last November | met 
Frank, the chief engineer of the Whitelaw, 
late one night, and he asked me where he 
could sell some Mexican cigars. He said 
they were in a carpet-bag in his house. 
Frank’s house is in San Diego. He said tne 
cigars belonged to Cannon, and that they 
came from the Whitelaw. 

Lewis Henry testified that he knew but 
but little about the matter, other than that 
he knew the cigars were in Frank’s house, 
and that Cannon had attempted to sell 
them. 

Deputy Constable W. H. Allen, who shot ' 
Cannon in making the arrest, was next 
called. He testified: The cigars 
seized in last November, and C 
arrested on the 4th of April. 
anything about the smuggling. Mr. Russell | 
handed me a warrant, and told me to arrest 
him. It charged him with smuggling, but I 
don’t know anything about the matter. 

District Attorney: ILcan’t see why this 
witness was brought here. He evident y 
thinks he is testitying before a San Diego 
police court, and 1 don’t think it right to 

ut the Government to the expense of 

ringing such witnessess all the way up 
here.

“T. J. Arnold, Collector of the Port at San 
Diego, testified: I seized the cigars that 
were brought from Mexico on the White- 
law. This letter | received from Cannon 
while he was in Mexico, and after Frank 
bad been arrested. 

The letter was written at Ensenada b 
Cannon, and stated that the cigars whic 
got Frank into trouble belonged to him 
(Cannon), and that Frank did not even 
know that they were in his house. The let- 
ter further states that Frank was rfectly 
innocent of the charge and should not be 
punished, 

Arnold, continuing: The cigars are 
now in the custem-house in San Diego, 

Thomas Weiler, recalled: Frank came 
to me and said he wished to sell some Mex- 
ican cigars. The nextday 1 went to Capt. 
Drisco and told him that he had a lot of 
He called me a 
d—d liar and I reported the matter to the 
customs OMiGers and told them where trey 
could tind the cigam. I went with them 
and we found the cigars, 

Deputy Constabie A:len recalled. When 
lL arrested Cannon he wason J street. te 
saw me coming, and started to run, i Knew 
that he could outrun me, so | fired one shot 
in the air, but he did not stop, and 1 fired 
two shots at him, and both shots took etlect 
in his foot and leg. When | asked him why 
he ran, ne said he had business to atteud to 
and did not wish to be arrested, It was at 
about 8 o’clock in the evening when | ar- 
rested him. 

At this point the Government rested, and 
the case was given to the Commissioner. 
Mr. Van Dyke said he did not believe a 
jury would convict the defendant on the 
evidence, and for that reason he discharged 
him,

7. Murray Moorhead Begins Suit 
Against Neidt to Recover $16,200 
Damages for False and Fraudu- 
lent Kepresentations—Cfhe Com- 

plaint in Full. 


Rather a sensational suit has been begun 
jn the Superior Court of this county. The 
complaint was filed yesterday, and follow- 
ing is acopy: 

Jn the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county, State of California. 

J, Murray Moorhead vs. E. ©. Neidt. 

Comes the plaintiff and complaining of 
the defendant alleges: 

1, That during the months of November 
and December, 1886, the defendant, Neidt, 
was the owner and possessed of 4544 shares 
of the capital stock of the KE. C. Neidt Soap 
and Chemical Manufacturing Company, an 
existing duly organized under 
the laws of the State of California, with a 
capital stock of $75,000, divided into 7500 
shared, at a par value of $10 per share, and 
was president, principal manager and 
superintendent of said corporation, and’as 
such during said months, and at all times, 
had accurate and full knowledge of the 
monthly manufactures and products of said 
corporation, and Of its capacity to produce, 
and of the amount of its monthly sales ot 
soap, chemicals, axle-grease, washing-blue 
and ammonia. 

2 That the defendant so knowing 
of the amount of _ the monthly 
products, the manufacture of soap, 
washing-blue, chemicals and ammonia, the 
maoufacturing capacity of the works and 
the machinery of said corporation § per 
month, and of the amount of its monthly 
sales of soap and chemicals, and having 
full and complete knowledge and informa- 
tion of all of said facts, falsely and fraudu- 
lently represented to the plaintiff that the 
manufacturing capacity of the works and 
machinery of said corporation per month, 
during the months of Nevember and De- 
cember, 1886, and for a long time prior 
therete, was, and had been, 120,000 — 
of ordinary soap, 10,000 pounds of toilet 
soap, 500 cases of axle-greese, 500 cans of 
washbing-blue and $25 worth of ammonia, 
and that the said corporation was then pro- 
ducing aud selling, and fora long time prior 
thereto, had produced monthly and sold 
and disposed of per month of that amount 
ofsaid articles and productions, and that 
the net profit on said monthly productions 
and sales was, per month, the sum of $1975, 
and it was further represented by 
the plaintiff that said corpora- 
tion was the owner of and held 
as part of its capital stock and assets, cer- 
tair real property in the city of Los Angeles, 
fronting on New North Main street (then 
know as Chavez street) a distance of 565 
feet, with improvements thereon, and upon 
making such representations anc assertions 
offered to sell to this plaintiff 2272 shares of 
the ss stock of said corporation for the 
sum of $9950.72, 

8. That the plaintiff, relying upon such. 
representations and assertions, and each 
and every of them, and believing that such 
representations and assertions and each of 
them were true, accepted such proposition 
and purchased from the defendant the said 
number of shares, to wit, 2272, and paid the 
defendant the said sum of $9950.72. 

4. That such representations and asser- 
tions, and each of them, at the time they 
were so made by the defendant, were false, 
and the said defendant at the time of mak- 
jug them, and each of them, well knew 
that they and each of them were false ani 
fraudulentin this, to wit, that said corpo- 
ration was not then producing or had pro- 
duced monthly or at all the said amounts of 
soaps and chemicals, or chemica!s, or am- 
monia, or axle-grease, nor did the works 
and machinery, or either, have the capacity 
or power to produce monthly or at all said 
amounts or any of them; nor was the said 
corporation selling or disposing of, monthly 
or at all, said amounts, nor did the net profits 
of said corporation upon productions. or 
sales amount to the monthly sum of $1975 
or apy or other sum or at all, nor did the 
said sales or productions or the business of 
said corporati produce any profit, net or 
otherwise, monthly or otherwise, or at all, 
nor did the said corporation hold or possess, 
as part of its capital stock or assets, 568 feet 
of ground on said New North Main street, or 
other or any amount or land or frontage 
thereon than 218 feet, and so made them to 
plaintiff with the intent to cheat, defraud 
and deceive him. 

5. That if the plaintiff, at the time such 
representations and assertions were made 
to him by the defendant, had known that 
such were false, he would not have pur- 
chased the said 2272 or any shares of stock, 
of said corporation, or have paid to the de- 
fendant the said sum of #9950.72 or other or 


any sum of money whatever therefor. 


6. That by reason of the said false and 
fraudulent representations of defendant so 
made to the plaintiff. he has been damaged 
in the sum or $16,200. 

Wherefore plaintiff prays judgment 
against the defendant for the sum of $16,200 

his costs of suit.

an action against Moorehead some time 
azo to compel an accounting for certain 
moneys alleged to have been handled by 
ee and for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 

Moorehead claims that he loaned Neidt 
money with which to pay an assessment on 
his stock, and also loaned money to the 
company to the extent of $5500. The #10,000 
which Neidt claims was unlawfully appro- 
eee went to pay this and other debts. 

oorehead claims that the books have been

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


A Big Budget of Street Business 
Transacted. 

The Board of Public Works held a two- 
hours’ session yesterday morning. 

V. Dol presented a remonstrance_ against 
widening or improving Adams street in 
front of his 1200-feet fronting thereon, and 
that should entrance be made upon the 
premises for the purpose of widening the 
street, he would immediately enter suit for 
damages. 

‘The communication was referred to the 
City Attorney and City Surveyor to have 
the same reported upon as soon as possible. 

EK. L. Blanchard and others protested 
against the proposed grade on Louisiana 
avenue, between® Soto street and the city 
limits, as it would make too much of a cut 
in front of their property. 

Bonsall, McFarland and “others reported 
that they could not induce property-owners 
to unite in grading Seminary avenue. It 
was recommended that the permission 
granted heretofore to do this work be re- 
scinded, and that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to draw a resolution to do the 
work under the Vrooman Act. 
~The petition of S. H. C. Langworthy for 
permission to construct a sidewalk in front 
of his Downey-avenue property was re- 
ferred to the Street Superintendent. 

CONSTRUCTING SIDEWALKS, 

Recommendation was made that the Su- 
perintendent grant permits to property- 
owners on their application to lay cement 
sidewalks and curbs under the Vrooman 


Act. 

The board took further time to consider 
the report of Arcadia Bode Baker that 
Arcadia street be curbed with granite and 
macadamized with rphyry, under the 
Vrooman Act, from Main to Los Angeles 
street, the street railway company to do the 
work required of it on that street. 

Jonn Keifer’s request for a survey to de- 

fine the north line of Arcadia street, from 
Main to Los Angeles street, was referred to 
the City Surveyor. Mr. Keifer wished to 
erect a building. ; 
A pumber of petitions for permission to 
construct sidewalks were referred to the 
Superintendent of Streets, as was one for 
the repair of curb and walks on Temple 
street, near Angelefio Heights. 

The petition of E. W. Lewis to have Hew- 
itt street graded between First and Geor- 
gia streets, under the Vrooman Act, was 
referred to the City Attorney, with instruc- 
tions to draw the necessary resolution. 

The oo of Joseph Kurtz and others 
for a grading of the intersection of Fort 
and Kock streets was referred to the Street 
Superintendent, with instructions to report 
as to its advisability. 

Complaint was made that the grade of 
Fort street between Temple and Franklin 
streets does not conform with the grades of 
those streets which are already improved. 

A protest was presented by Buschman, 
Clapp and others against paying for the 

rading of Seventh street from Main to San 
”edro street, until the same is done with 

roper material and in a proper manner. 
The street has been surfaced with coarse 
sand and fine gravel. | 

Compiaint was made by F. C. Howes and 
others that the Bituminous Lime Rock 
Paving Company has commenced an ex- 
cavation in front of petitioners’ property on 
North Main street without any contract of 
which complainants are cognizant. Also, 
that if any contract for paving the street 
has been made it is illegal, and they protest 
against any further action. Complaint 
withdrawn. 

Recommended to accept Frick Bros.’ bid 
to lay a storm water drain on Arcadia 
street from Main street to the Zanja Madre 
at 69 cents per lineal foot for pipe: on Com- 
mercial street at 40 cents; on First street at 
69 cents, and 40 cents per cubic yard for ex- 
cavation and refilling. 

Several bids were read for a 42-inch brick 
drain or culvert from the corner of Pearl 
and Second streets to near Flower and Fifth 
streets. ‘The bid of Henry Robson, at $3.44 

r lineal foot, . was recommended. The 

ighest bid was over $. Tne drain is to be 
ovalia form, and it was claimed by resi- 
dents of the vicinity who were present that 
this wouid not be of sufficient capacity. 
There is now a 30-inch drain laid for a short 
distance, and it is said that heavy rains 
cause an overflow into the streets. 

The request ot the Abstract Title Insur- 
ance Company for establishment of the 
grad2on New High street between Temple 
and Franklin was referred to the City Sur- 
veyor. 

A communication was received from the 
East Los Angeles Board of Trade, calling 
for immediate action in clearing Mozart 
street, near Kuhrts, of obstructions. Ke- 
ferred to Street Superintendent. 

The bid of E. C. Burlingame for grading 
the drive in West Lake Park, at 59 cents 
per lineal foot, was recommended. 

Gen. Baldwin subinitted his weekly re- 
port as Street Superintendent. The storm 
drain in Requena street has been lowered 
for a distance of 457 feet, at a cost of $400.30. 
He does not favor lowering two other storm 
‘drains, merely to facilitate construction by 
the cable railway company, but considers 
that the company should, in justice to the 
city, from which it expects to derive its 
revenue, stand a portion, if not the whole, 
of the expense. He also cites the necessity 
for sewers along 10 streets to be paved, 
prior to of the same.

GIRLS IN BEER SALUONS. 


The Subject Presented by the Miss- 
ing Link and Others. 

A smooth-faced young Englishman, who 
gave his name as Flash, presented himself 
at the Times editorial room a few days ago 
and handed a petition to the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners which he wislred pub- 
lished.@ His interest in the matter, he said, 
layin the fact that his uncle owns the 
building in which the “Missing Link” sa- 
loon is located, and, of course, the uncle 
felt like standing by his tenant in a delicate 
matter like this. The petition, which gives 
evidence of being drawn up by somebody 
besides the petitioners, themselves, and to 
which the names are signed in one hand, is 
as follows: 

Jo the Honorable Board of Police Com- 
missioner8—GENTLEMEN: e have been 
informed by the proprietor of the Missing 
Link saloon that at the end of the month 
we are to be discharged from ovr employ- 
ment by reason of the refusal of your hon- 
orable board to permit us to work at our vo- 
cation of saloon waitresses. We beg to ap- 
peal to you to reconsider your decision, 
We have no friends in high position to 
plead for us, and are therefore compelled to 

resent our side of the case in this manner. 

Ve ask only for justice and such considera- 
tion as the lowliest are entitled to in the 
endeavor to earn a living ina manner per- 
mitted by the law. Throughout the whole 
Union women are allowed to earn their liv- 
ing as waitresses in beer saloons, and we 
assure your honorable body that with the 
large majority of us the choice does not lie 
between this employment and a higher one 
but between this and one much lower an 
more degrading. We pray your honorable 
body not to deprive us of an employment 
which is not unlawful, and assure you that 
itisa great injustice to consider all en- 
gaged in this work as bad women. If you 
will rsonally investigate our case you 
will find that. we simply wait upon the cus- 
tomers and that the saloon is orderly and 
free from impropriety of any kind. We 
cannot see why it is reputable to hand gen- 
tlemen wine in a restaurant and disreputa- 
ble tohand gentlemen beer in a saloon. 
Again, we pray your honorable body not to 
deprive us of the opportunity of earning an 
honest and lawful living as waitresses, and 
we appeal to you to show us such consider- 
ation as is consistent with your duty.

This petition was not presented to the 
Police Commissioners last Morday for the 
reason that the commissioners failed to 
hold their regular session, but the smooth- 
faced Mr. Flash is, nevertheless, granted 
his request for a publication of the precious 
document. 

Tue Times is in receipt of a letter from 
a party who is evidently more or less in- 
timately conversant with the workings of 
the Missing Liuk. The writer says 
that after the girls finish their work in the 
saloon, at 1 or 2 o’clock in the morning, they 
visit places of the lowest character, and 
sometimes indulge ip an opium pipe. 
He further says that Jessie Bisbee isa 
married woman, and hasababy 3 years 
old. Her husbandsdrives a delivery-wagon 
in this city. Annie Hoeppner is a sister of 
the Bisbee woman, and is only 16 years old. 
The writer suggests that ‘if saloon men 
cannot make a living without leading 
women into such vile associations they had 
better shut up shop,” which seems to bea 
tolerably reasonable proposition. 

The following letter, bearing on the same 
subject, is respectfully submitted: 

WAITRESSES IN BEER JOINTS. 

Los ANGELES, July 27.—[To the Editor 
of ‘Lue Times.] The Police Commissioners 
are to be commended on having decided 
that young girls and women shall not be 
allowed to act as waitresses in the saloons, 
and it is to be hoped that they will not be 
moved from their purpose by the petitions 
of the three waitresses of the Missing Link, 
Certainly, no person should be deprived of 
earning a livelihood in any reputable busi- 
ness, but undoubtedly that y has firmly 
decided that it is a di table calling for 
a young women. If p young girls so 
far disregard maidenly modesty and reserve 
and the sense of propriety. as toenter the 
contaminating atmosphére Of a saloon, with 
its evil influences, to serve beer to a lot of 
hoodiums and half-drunken beer-guzzlers, 
it is time thatthe doors be ciesed against 
them. If, as the petitioners suggest, hon- 
orable employment is not to be had, it is 
time that the charitably inclined stood 
ready to strengthen the moral purposes and 
finances of such as are —— to go wrong 
on account ot their unwillingness to fight 
against poverty, as thousands of others are 
obliged to do, choosing rather to do so than 
live degraded lives. If the matteris set- 
tled now the temptation to others to adopt 
such a precarious occupation will not exist, 
while, if allowed to continue, we shall 
eventually possess the divesof San Fran- 
cisco. It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
three petitioners who so pathetically ap 
to the Police Commissioners may be able 
to obtain’ more respectable employment 
elsewhere with much better surroandings, 
where their sensibilities may be quickened, 
and they may have better ideas of the 
fituess of things. To this end the authori- 
ties should assist them. IVAN.

TALKS WITH CITIZENS. 


J.D. Rewmert.—“The present campaign, 
with the live issue which it represents, re- 
minds me of a former campaign in which b 
was closely interested. That was in 1859, 
when | ran for Congress in the Third Con- 
gressional District of Wisconsin, on the 
Douglas ticket. ‘That was a very lively 
campaign. My district extended from the 
borders of Illinois to Lake Superior, and 
from Madison to the Mississippi, embracing 
a section of country 400 miles in length by 
200 in breadth. Candidates had to get up 
early and work hard in those days. 1 made 
52 speeches in 50 days, speaking some times 
three times aday, and traveling through the 
snow by any available means—horseback, 
buggies or sleighs, That campaign—the 
last before the war—was pregnant with 
events, which have since become historical, 
and have left their indelible impress on the 
Nation. The candidates were Stephen A. 
Douglas and Breckinridge, Democratic; 
Abraham Lincoln, Republican; and John 
Bell, Constitutional Unionist. The issues 
before the people at that time were the pro- 
hibition ot slavery in the new Territories of 
Kansas and Nebraska, and others yet to be 
tormed, or the extension of slavery to those 
Territories. The Wilmot proviso was to 
the effect that on the admission of every 
Territory into the Unionas a State, a clause 
should be inserted that oe or involun- 
tary servitude should not exist In that State, 
except as a punishment for crime. The 
anti-slavery men and Republicans desired 
this prohibitory clause to be inserted in the 
organic act of the Territories. The Demo- 
cratic Convention met at Charleston, split 
in two, one faction nominating  Breckin- 
ridge; the other adjourned to Baltimore, 
where they put up Louglas; the Repub- 
licans nominating Lincoln at Chicago, The 
issues were thus distinctly drawn, Lincoin 
representing the antagonism of the exten- 
sion of slavery, Breckenridge its unlim- 
ited extension, and Douglas the idea that 
slaveholders should be allowed to go into 
the ‘Territories with slaves as property in 
the same manner that northerners could 
take property to the South,and then, when the 
time came for the people of the ‘Territory 
to form a constitution, that they should de- 
cide by vote the question of slave State or 
free State. This was known as ‘squatter 
sovereignty.’ The fourth candidate, John 
Bell of Tennessee, was nominated ona 

latform whose chief plank read: ‘The 
Constitution, the Union and the enforce- 
ment of the laws.’ The election resulted 
in favor of Lincoln and the inauguration ot 
the irrepressible conflict, which far-seeing 
men had long foretold. Up to 1852 the 
South had a me i! in the Senate, but by 
the admission of California, which came in 
without a Territorial organization, the free 
States gained a majority. Thus the su- 
premacy of the South which had existed up 
to that time was ended, and there followed 


shortly the disastrous attempt of the 
South to form a separate govern- 
ment with, as Alexander H. Stephens 


expressed it, ‘slavery for its corner-stone 
of national existence.’ The preseni cam- 

ign promises to bea lively one, and the

CINCINNATI, July 16.—[Special corre- 
spondence of Toe Times.]

become of the laboring people? What 
are they going to do? Will they quit 
work if the wages are reduced from 50 


to 100 per cent.? Will they quit work, 
or will they allow their wages to 
reduce so as to enable 


the manufacturer here to compete 
with the English manufacturer? 

it is a little difficult to teil what the 
free-trade element is contending for. 
They avoid the discussion, in a great 
measure, of wages, and oy the propo- 
sitiun cannot be denied that the 
English peo can manufacture goods 
with labor that receives from 50 to 100 
r cent. less than our labor gets:

BERLIN, July 28,—[Copyright, 1888, by the 
New York Associated Press.} ‘The inter- 
view between Emperor William and King 
Christian of Denmark has special impor- 
tance as associated with the settlement of a 
family question connected with the Bul- 
garian throne. The King appears to have 
given his assent to the creation of a Bul- 
garian monarchy with Prince Waldamar or 
the Duke of Cumberland on the throne. 
The Duke of Cumberland has decidedly re- 
jected the offer which was made to him 
through Prince Birmarck. In his note re- 
fusing to accept the crown, he declares the 
proposal an insult to him as the legitimate 
King of Hanover, and expresses the hope 
that he is destined to see the King of 
Prussia reduced to his proper level. King 
Christian of Denmark advises Prince Wal- 
damar to accept the throne of Bulgaria, 
if the entente between the European powers 
is perfected. It is also asserted in certain 
circles that Prince Ferdinand will be as- 
sisted to maintain his position in Bulgaria. 

VATICAN WINS. 

The protest of the Vatican against the 
visit of Emperor William to Rome has 
proved effectual. Cardinal Galamberta, 
papal nuncio at Vienna, is reported to have 
secretly seen Prince Bismarck at Freia- 
richsruhe. Bismarck has assented to the 
proposal to have Galamberti to meet Em- 
peror William in Berlin, and ask him per- 
sonally to forego his visit to Rome. One 
result of the Vatican’s diplomatic triumph 
is that Minister Crispi has sent instructions 
to the Italian embassy in Paris to institute 
negotiations for a commercial treaty with 
France. Berlin official circles strongly dis- 
trust the Italian Government’s account ot 
its relations with France.

A Freach Banker's Yacht.

A strange-looking craft is visible on 
the Seine just at present. It is moored 
at the little island of the Vert-Galant, 
close to the Pont-Neuf, and in general 
appearance looks like one of the or- 
dinary river lighters, or gabares, which 
carry goods through the waterways of 
France.

A Delightful Trip Abroad by Provy— 
Lite in the Old World. 

SANTA BaArbARA, July 28.—[Staff 
Correspondence of Tue Times.| I 
have been taking a journey into for- 
eign lands, by proxy, since I reached 
Santa Barbara, and I find it a délight- 
ful way to take such a trip, free, as it 
is, from all the discomforts of sea 
voyaging, the annoyance of beggars 
and the liability of missing your 
train. 

To the antiquarian and the student of 
history, foreign travel has its charms. 
America is not historically old, or if 
she be so, her history has not been 
written, and her ancient Rome and 
Cesars have been unsung. [ler pre- 
historic ages have not left their influ- 
ence upon the life of today, as has the 
early civilization of the East. I some- 
times wonder what the world’s history 
wouid have been had there been no 
Rome, and had Grecian learning and 
Grecian philosophy been wiped our 
forever. 

The-old world is full of interest to 
me because it is monumeutal. It is 
the storied urn of a mighty past, and 
the great battle-ground between Bar- 
barism and Progress. Cesar Augus- 
tus, Nero, Pharaoh, Ceyrus, Alexan- 
der and Napoleon were all necessary 
for the final production of American 
freedom and civilization. I believe in 
evolution so far as governments are 
concerned. From the bad, the inade- 
quate, the good and the satisfying 
must be evolved. The world needed 
to taste of —— and bear the yoke 
of cruelty before it could appreciate 
liberty. 

Mr. and Mrs. N. P. Austin of Santa 
Barbara returned only a short time 
since from a trip of twoand a half 
ears abroad, They have brought 
ome many rare and beautiful 
things, together with pictures of all 
the places of interest which they vis- 
ited. I have been looking these 
fine photographs over and talking with 
them of what they say in the lands 
which front the centuries, till some of 
these points have become almost as 
familiar as if{ had accompanied them 
on their journeyings in person. 

Life abroad .has 7 which every 
American must delight to study. Jt 
1s strange there how a few hours’ ride 
will take the traveler among entirely 
different people, with customs and 
habits so different, and the distinctions 
of national individuality so strongly 
marked. What a wide difference be- 
tween the polished Frenchman and 
the honest, plodding Dutchman; the 
Italian and the Austrian; between 
Catholic and Protestant countries? It 
is in the — dominions that beggars 
do most abound. How they throng the 
highways and the byways and stretch 
out y hands and arms 
covered with soiled rags to every 
passer-by throughout Italy. Misery and 
want and degradation abound amid 
the splendors of the Eternal City. 
Marble pillars, ancient ruins and mod- 
ern palaces confront beggarly throngs 
of degraded humanity. The tyrann 
of the Cesars isnot dead. It still af- 
fects the life of the people, even under 
the milder rule of today, for it takes 
centuries to weed out the seeds of op- 
pression. The Old World is rich in her 
mementoes of the past; in her 
splendid ruins and marble palaces; in 
her treasuries of art and her schools of 
earning, but the New World is richer 
far in her treasures of freedom and 

uality, purchased through the blood 
of her martyrs. 

Let us take a walk with our friends 
through the streets of Vienna, and 
amid the splendor of architecture and 
the treasures of art, what do we find? 
Go out on these broad and well-paved 
avenues, thronged with the busy life 
of the great city and see. 

Here are women, bare footed and bare 
headed, harnessed with dogs to carts, 
drawing their heavy burdens with the 
sun of the nineteenth century shining 
upon their flaxen curls. Let us atop 
by the wayside at this massive building 
which is being erected.

Come with our friends to Holland, 
where the placid Dutch dwell, unin- 
spired by mountain height, where the 
land stretches away in a dull monoto- 
nous level; the only inspiration is the 
sea beating against its dykes as if 
striving to overleap their barrier and 
wipe out the land forever. See the 
canals along the flat landscape and the 
slowly-moving barges loaded with coal. 
What power propels them along their 
way? Look closely, and you will see 
the fair-browed maiden, with tanned 
cheeks, harnessed like a horse, on the 
towpath, drawing that heavily-laden 
boat along its way. Are there no men 
about? O, yes, there is one on 
the barge, diligently smoking 
his pipe, sailing serenely along, and 
his arduous and responsible duty is to 
see that the frail girl does not shirk 
her task. His shoulders are broad, and 
he is strong of limb and of gigantic 
proportions, but he will smoke in stolid 
content all day and give no thought of 
commiseration to the frail toiler har- 
nessed to his barge, though the sun 
smite her with its heat, and she goes 
faint and footsore along her way. | 

And this is civilized Holland in the 
nineteenth century of the Christian 
era. 

Go with us to Florence, and see the 
peasant women in their wooden shoes. 
Great loads are strapped upon their 
backs and they are but beasts of bur- 
den, while their husbands, proud of 
their manhood, walk by their sides, 
smoking their long pipes inthe full- 
ness of content. Said Mr. A.: “I 
saw only one man carrying a load 
upon his back. Ithink he must have 
been a widower.”’ 

Let American women stop fighting 
for right the of suffrage and thank God 
for the respect and reverence and ten- 
derness that is their portion in this 
new world of freedom, More anon.

The New York Sun to the New York 
Workingmen. 
(New York Sun,] 

There is only one country in Europe 
in which the wages of labor are within 
a half of what they are in this country. 
That is Great Britain. 

Wages in Germany, France, Belgium 
and Switzerland are not one-third of 
what they are here. Those of Italy are 
not one-quarter. | 

One duty of government is to protect 
the labor of its citizens. Last year 
cheap foreign labor was-imported into 
the United States in the shape of man- 
ufactured goods to the value of $692.,- 
319,768, This was a great wrong to 
American labor. In that immense 
amount of imports, permitted by our 
insufficient and defective tariff, the 
labor of women employed in the Man- 
chester, England, cotton mulls, whose 
wages do not average $60 a year, came 


‘| into competition with the higher-priced 


labor of our southern and northern 
cotton spinners. In that mass of im- 
ports was the labor of German factory 
workmen averaging less than $1l5a 
year, and that of women averaging less 
than $50 a year.

six children saw wood in its streets for 
15 centsaday. May a merciful God 
sink the United States 10,000 feet 
under the sea before the hideous 
spectacle shall become an incident of 
our civilization! 

Nearly seven hundred million dollars’ 
worth of the starvation labor of 
Europe in the form of manufactured 
goods imported into this country last 
year! That which came from Belgium 
in bales and boxes represented the 
wages of 22 cents a day for women and 
43 cents for men; and the highest 
priced labor in loose cargoes of Belgian 
steel and iron represented wages less 
than 80 cents a day. Compared with 
these the wages of Carnegie’s mem at 
Braddock are the incomes of princes. 

Italian labor in Italian merchandise 
was imported into this country last 

ear, in competition with American 
abor, at prices that should fill sensi- 
tive souls with horror, and alarm the 
thoughtful for the future of the human 
race. The pay in the cotton factories 
of Naples is 20 cents a day; of the 
Neapolitan marble and granite cutters, 
from 40 to 50 cents a day, according to 
skill; of coachmen, 30 cents; of women 
in lace factories, 10 cents, and girls, 7 
cents; of soldiers in the army, $2 4 
month. Of all the workmen in the 
glass works of Italy, only the skilled 
blowers receive as high as $1 a day; 
and laborers on farms, hoeing or mak- 
ing hay, from 15 to 18 cents a day, 
working from suntosun. God save 
America from such wages! 

In the Swiss-silk goods which came 
into our half-protected country last 
year in those $700,000,000 of imports, 
wes the skilled labor of men at 41 cents 
aday and women at 20 cents, both 
competing with the silk-weavers of 
Paterson, New York, Philadelphia and 
Cheney. Glasgow, in Scotland, is the 
steamship factory of the world, and 
its blast-furnace owners and iron-roll- 
ers howl for free trade day and 
night. Of the families in that manu- 
facturing Sodom, 41.000 out of 100,000 
live in one room, and half of the men 
and women in the city are chronically 
out of work. That one room for a fam- 
ily of father, mother, daughters and 
sons tells what wages are in Scotland, 
and how they drag humanity down 
into bestiality and ag? f 
Brothers, the Mills Bill to reduce the 
tariff is the first step to that one room 
for an American family. Fight it 
without delay, and fight it to its death, 
and then make your tariff so protective 
as to shut out cheap foreign labor in 
the form of manufactured goods.

A BREFZY LETTER FROM A 
“TIMES” KMISSARY, 


Gomething Approaching a Mob-— 
Notes of Business and Business 
Men—Connection with the Sea- 
shore—Harbor Improvements. 


Santa July 24.—[Correspond- 
ence of Timm Trves.| I was always 
impressed with the saying that ““West- 
ward the star of empire takes its way,” 
but taking Los Angeles as a focal 
point where everything centers and 
where everything radiates, I feel at 
present as if the aforesaid star was 
sailing about southeast, or towards 
Santa Ana. I arrived here Saturday 
evening. Assoon as it became known 
that a Times representative was in 
town my room was besieged until it 
was 80 crowded that the feet of many 
were sticking out of the transom, and 
all clamoring for the paper. Of course 
I distributed all the copies I had with 
mae, and took the names and coin of 
new subscribers far into the small 
hours of the night. Santa Ana is 
strictly a Sunday town. All business 
is suspended and the day devoted, as 
it should be, to higher purposes than 
that of human trade and traflic. I went 
to church Sunday morning, and in 
the afternoon, in company with Mr. 
H. B. Keeler, the genial manager of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
business at this point, made a trip to 
the Ocean-shell beach, distant about 
ten miles, seven of which was made on 
@ dummy road and the balance by 
stage. The road is now running to 
Fair View, and will soon be completed 
to the beach. Work ona barbor here 
is being pushed by Santa Ana capital- 
ists, headed by Mr. James McFadden, 
and soon here will be a great business 
point and a lovely resort under the 
oe of Santa Ana, and connected 
With this city by rail. This, of course, 
will add a ay to the business inter- 
ests of the city. But the place has less 
need of such aids than any town I 
know of on the slope. Santa Ana was 
always: a good town from the start. 
Nor is climate her sole stock in trade. 
This she has in common with other 
California towns, but the crowning feat- 
ure is the contiguous country, which is 
simply the best in the world, The 
bustie on the streets and the ring of 
the hammer from early morn till night 
plainly tells that business is brisk, 
and when you speak of dull times 
people look doumbfounded. Cleveland 
and free trade, of course, have few 
friends in such a community. I have 
met many of the leading citizens and 
business men, among them James 
McFadden, the large ranch owner, 
living one mile south of town. Mr. 
McFadden has his splendid ranch 
stocked with 400 head of fine cattle and 
a fine assortment of blooded horses and 
other stock, and as already intimated, is 
the leading light in the new harbor now 
being built near Newport.
